WITH TEACHERS 


_ NOT YET DRAWN 


| Committed Appointed to Frame 
| Rulings Did Not Accomplish 


Purpose 


CONTENTIONS OF ALLIANCE 


Trustees Feel That Sending of an 
Expert to Country Districts 


is Not Fair 
After spending all day Saturday 
and part ofthe night until several ot 


the delegates had to leave on the mid- 
night train, the committee appointed 
to draft up a model school contract 
as between trustees and teachers Gia- 
persed without accomplishing their 
purposd The deadlock arose overt 
the clause which allowed a teacher to 
be accompanied by an agent or repre- 
sentative, in presenting a case in dis- 
pute before the board of trustees 

The Teachers’ Alliance which 
named four of the members of the 
committee, contended that unless the 
Alliance was allowed to go into school 
Cistricts where there was trouble be- 
tween the board and the teacher, 
they were not being “recognized.” 
and the representatives of the trus- 
tees took the stand that while they 
recognized the teachers’ ofganticg 
tion, they did not believe that this 
was a wise clause to put into the 
contract They finally offered, how- 
ever, to hold an open mind in the 
matter for a vear, or tll the next 
convention of trustees, when they 
would ask’ the teachers’ alliance to 
present the matter fully before tho 
convention, ‘ 

Asked Understanding. 

Chairman John T. Ross, deputy 
minister of education, pressed the 
committee to come to some under- 
standing, and agree on a form of con- 
tract that could be used for the next 
year, With the exception of a few 
lclauseg which were deemed minor 
factors In the situation, was nc 
ugreement, however. 

The trustee members felt that if the 
alliance were, permitted by the form 
‘of contract to send an expert into 
|a country district where trouble had 
arisen, that it would not be fair to 
some of the boards which have not 
had the opportunity to become well 
informed. 

The alliance was apparently quite 
willing to allow the boards to hove 
such an expert, and willing that the 
qualifying clause should be inserted 
that the agent of a teacher in such 
case should not be a solicitor. Some 
of the trustees took the stand that as 
the department was responsible for 
the training of the teachers in the 
Normal echools and for their licence 
to teach, that they were also respon- 
sible to see that that teacher had a 
fair chance, and that the inspector 
was the person to adjudicate. 

Individual Contracts. 

The alliance proposed that the 
space be left a blank and let it be a 
matter of individual contract in each 
i district, claiming that many boards 
{willing to allow the boards to have 
that this be tried out a year, but tho 
|trustees took the stand that it was 
|unwise and unsafe not to have a de- 
| finite form of contract. Mr. Ross on 
behalf of the department also wanted 
ja definite form, believing that in 
| many of the dietricts uninformed true- 
jtees might just sign anything. believ- 
jing it to be the standardized form, 
land tnstead of relieving would ag- 
igravate the dissention.

| FINED FOR BEING LATE 

[AT OPENING OF TRIAL. 

MONTREAL, March 4..-Mr. Justice Weir

An eastern college has announced 
that tts experiment station has dis 
covered a fertilizer that will grow 
grass and destroy weeda 

This dream of gardeners, a weed- 
less lawn, is possible without trouble 
or expense, ithe announcement says, 


Merely use ammonium sulphate tn 
the ‘place of nitrate of soda in the 
regular application of fertilizer 

The “why” of the discovery, as the 
discoverers explain ft, ls that garden 
ers almost universally have supplied 
nitrogen, the chief element in grass 
food in the shape of nitrate of soda 
That in time creates an alkaline soll 
condition especially favorable to weed 
growths. Grass is crowded out. 

Then, bu using the not more ex 
pensive ammonium sulphate itn the 
same quantities, proper nitrogen is 
supplied and the soil kept in an acid 
ondition under which gras develops 
best, but in which weeds are weaken 
ed
